TICKETS. 


At B conference ef the general passen- 


ger agents of all the western railways at 
Chicago on Thursday, it was decided 
that the previous practice of issuing 
1,000-milo tickets to business houses at 
•annsually low rates must 
either 'be 


abandoned or tho same privilege must 
bo extended to tho public at large. The 
Evening 'Wisoonara, in commenting on 
the action ot the general 
passenger 


agents, says: 


Commercial trareleis have 
enjoyed 


certain privileges to which they were not 
equitably entitled. Now the national law 
steps in and do Jlarea that there can be 
110 suoh discrimination. We have been 
informed that commercial travelers have 
obtained tuckets as low as 1 CO cents per 
mile. When tbe pass system on railroads 
running into two or more states is abol- 
ished, the purchase ot 1,000-mile tickets 
at commercial travelers' rates, will pre- 
•vent the excluded pass holders from 
feeling the burden ot the change. Tbe 
nsw law 19 designed lu its provisions to 
be one of perfect equity toward all per- 
sons who either travel or transport freight; 
and we liavealways held that equity in 
every transaction is not only the safest 
bni the wisest policy.

CAR STOVES VS. STS.-LV. 


Pnblio sentiment is beginning to say 


that the csr-stovo rcust go. The JRio 
disaster, and the appalling calamity of 
White Eiver Junction of so recent date, 
have attracted general attention to the 
problem of heating and lighting cata 
otherwise thim by coal and oil. The 
feasibility of the heating by steam prc 
oees, has been doubted by some cf the 
leading railway men of the country,while 


others contend that the steam system ia 
practicable. Mr. Chaunccy M, Depow 
who i» regarded as one of the brightes 
and most thoughtful railway men in tbe 
country, puts himscJf on reooid in this 
wiee. 


He doolaroe atesm to bo useless in 


trains ot fourteen oars traveling long 
distances at tho rate of fitty milee an hour 
While the oars wera waiting ia the depot 
for the locomotive to be attached they 
wonla be cut off from tho heat supply 
and It would require half an hour to warm 
them again. 
He had thought of Era 


proof oars, but they must bo constructed 
without ornament; then the public would 
not use them. Expense la no considera- 
tion, he said, but 1 know by eiperionca 
that the pampered publio will take the 
chances of burning to death in a luxuri- 
ously upholstered coach which holds 
810,000 worth of mlpid woods, Lincrusta 
Walton designs, ornate carvings, frescoes, 
yelrbt carpets and portieres, rather than 
insure their live? in a plain iron oar that 
00 incendiary could destroy.

TAB HILL TAX 3ILL. 


The attempt to repeal the law enacted 


two years ago, which provides Jor a one- 
mill general eohool tax, was defeated in 
the assembly on Thursday. 
Thore ww 


some prejudice against th« 
law in 


counties which had a sreater propor- 
tion ot . taxable property than it had of 
children, because suoh counties, by the 
general tax law, were taxed all tho way 
;rom say 8500 to 89,000 for the education 
of children in other counties. 


But the opposition was. not strong 


enough to carry through the repealing 
Mil, a&d when the vote was taken it was 
defeated by R vote of 64 to 29. Mr. Bar- 
tholf, chairman of the committee on 
education, in discussing the bill, made 
some pretty strong remarks against the 
repeal ot tho law, as the following synop- 
sis of his speech from tbe Milwaukee 
Sentinel will show; 


Mr. Bartholf spoke in behalf of the 


one mill tax and against the bill repeal- 
ing tbe law. Ho declared that be had 
become convinced that this legislature 
whichjwai sought to be repealod was 


Kood. This one mill tax was cot s local 
measure and should not be considered 
from that standpoint. It should be con- 
sidered from the standpoint ot tho great- 
est number—with reference to coming 
civilization and not that of to-day. The 
one mill tax *»a baaed upon the indis- 
putable ipnnoiple that the property 
ut the state should educate tho children 
ot the state; and not that the property of 
a locality should educate the children ot 
a locality. The one-mill tax was intend- 
ed to aid that education which would 
develop the highefit typo of mankind— 
the true American citizen. He believed 
saoh a measure would give such an 
education as would tend tD prevent dis- 
turbances similar to those ot lata in this 
state. As a general principle the strong 
should 
protect 
the 
weak. 
The 


constitution 
enjoins 
uniformity 
in 


taxation 
for 
eohool 
purposes 
as 


nearly as possible. 
The ona-mill tax 


worked in that way. Formerly tho taxa- 
tion for school purposes varied from 81 
ou the thousand iu some localities to 
£100 on the thousand in other localities. 
Tbo localities paying the highest tax 
were usually the poorest localities and 
tho districts least able to bear such a tax. 
The one-mill tax relieved such districts. 
There was 8447,000,000 of taxable prop- 
erty 
in 
this 
state; 
yet 
under 


the 
old system 
ot 
taxation 
in 


localities 
only 
8310,000,000 
would 


be taxed to maintain the 
common 


eohools. 
This 
would leave 
$437,- 


300,000 in property iu this state which 
would piy no school tax were the one- 
mill tax repealed. This property be- 
longed to corporations and to non- 
resident speculators. It consisted in a 
sreat measure of wild pine and mineral 
lands not included iu any school district. 


•Is it just," Mr. Bartholf jasked, ''that 


8137,000,000 should escape school taxa- 
tion simply because it is outside of any 
school district ?" Mr. BarthoU's speech 
was lengthy and elaborate, and at its 
close he was heartily applauded. 


The twenty-nine votes recorded sgain«t 


the one'inill tax, were cot all from coun- 
ties adversely affected 
by the law. 


Assemblymen from counties which Dttid 
more than they received from the tax, 
voted to let the law stand. Tho general 
sentiment was not to disturb it on the 
ground that the principles of the law are 
righteous and therefjre worthy of sup- 
port. In disoassing this question the 


ll-rwing facts ore worthy of note: 
The system ot supporting common 


schools by a general state tax, is one 
which has beon adooted by a large ma- 
jority ol the states of the Union. Iu 18S5 
there wore 28 states which raised their 
school funds by a state tax, just 83 Wis- 
consin has done during tho past year. 
New York raised nearly three million 
dollars in that way in ISSi, and even a 
greater amount in 
18SG, 
California 


raised nearly two millions, and even 
Texas raises annually nearly three times 
what Wisconsin does by a state tax. The 
little state ot New Jersey outdid our own 
state three to une last year, in establish- 
ing a school fund by a general tax. Ken- 
tacky, with all its SID and shame regard- 
ing its free use of whioky and pistole, 
rsisos more money by a elate tax for 
school purposes than wo do in Wuoon- 


GOT A GOOD THING 


AND SEEMED INCLINED TO SAVE IT 


WITH DILIGENCE. 


Allogttd DovolopmentN of Crooked Work 


at tho Indiana Prison South—Warden 
Howard Clmrc^d tvlth A Little Shot-tag" 
of 980,000 nnd Various Other l>olin- 
quciiclott—He lEoalgns. 


LOUISVILLE, Fob. 19.—Warden A. J. 


Howard, oC tho southern Indiana prison at 
JofTorsonvillo, resigned Friday evoninp;. Tbo 
houso committoo on prisons of tho Indiaim 
los'slahiro Imd been at tho prison for two 
days inquiring into tho condition of affairs. 
Howard is a Democrat and tho committee 
hus a Republican majority. Tho senate com- 
mittee was thoro lost week and reported 
everything all right, sava some foul colls and 
tho food. Tho houso committed began a 
thorough work on tho books and by Friday 
evening claims to havo unearthed a shortage 
of from «!0,000 to $80,000. 


It is charged that Howard has not only 


misappropriated this much of tho state's 
money, bub that lie has talcon a big sum 
from tho convicts. From one, last week, ho 
got $12,000 upon tho representation that lie 
would secure tho prisoner's pardon. Further, 
ho has never advertised for bids for tho sup- 
plies, 03 tho law requires, but has lot the con- 
tracts to favorites, and his family had a hand 
in tho deals. 
^.Dotactivcs aro watching Howard and aomo 
of his friends are on hand, saying that bo 
may commit suicide. Ho has boon warden 
since 1875, and this is tho first genuine in- 
vestigation Q! tho prison since, that time. 


iKniAKAFOUS, Feb. ID.—A sensation was 


created in tho House Friday when tho 
speaker road a dispatch from the chairman 
of tho prison investigating committee, say- 
ing that Warden Howard, of tho southern 
prison, at Joftersonvillo, had resigned. Ex- 
Speaker Jowott, on behalf of tho Democrats, 
.moved that the committeo bo instructed to 
prosecute a searching investigation into tho 
affair i of tho prison. 


Of tho testimony thus far taken tho most 


important is that of John Donahue, a con- 
vict, who swears that ho was kept in tho 
cago twenty-six days on bread and water, 
and when bo wa* taken out shackles weru 
put on him weighing 175 pounds, Tho prison 
physician pronounced him crazy, and he was 
put in tho crazy houso, but was shortly 
afterword put 
back 
in 
tho cngo and 


kept 
thoro 
three 
months. 
Ho slept 


on tbo hard floor, and was not oven allowed 
a blanket In August ho escaped but was 
brought bad: tho next day and again put in 
tho crazy houso; butas there was about to bo 
an investigation of m's caso ho was taken out 
and put to work in tho foundry, with a task 
of 125 molds a day. 


Tho shortage oC tho Warden will bo fully 


inquired into. It is asserted that o£$7,OUO 
produced by him to bo counted by the sonata 
committeo not a cent was tho state's money, 
and tbat it had been borrowed for tho occa- 
sion by Howard. It Is also stated that $0,000 
receivsd from tho cor company and belong- 
ing to tho state has not been properly «- 
counted for, but has beon covered up in tho 
brickyard accounts. 


TIio senate committee haa roturnod from 


Michigan City, and mako a very compli- 
mentary report of tho condition of tho insti- 
tution.

Y., on Thursday tbo representatives of about 
3fty of tho loading nowspapors of tbo coun- 
try organized, tho Araorican Nowspapor Pub- 
lishers association, by tho adoption of articles 
of association and by-laws, defining tho ob- 
jects of tho asssciatton to bo tho protection 
ot its rnombors from irresponsible customers, 
tho gathering and disseminating of informa 
tion of value to publishers, and the rondennf; 
to each other by tbo members of such other 
assistance as maybe in thoir power. 


Tho following named officers were elected: 


President, William M. Singerly, of Tho Phil- 
adelphia Record; vico president, Col. W. W. 
Clapp, of Tho Boston Journal; secretary, W. 
H. Eroarley, of Tho Detroit News; treasurer, 
W. C. Bryant, of Tho Brooklyn Times. Tho 
following executive committoo was choson: 
J. A. Butler, of Tho Buffalo News; W. J. 
Richards, of Tho Indianapolis News; C. H 
Jones, of Tho Jacksonville (Flo.) Times 
Union; E. W. Coll, of Th'o Boston Herald, 
and S. H. Kaufman, of Tbo Wasbingtou 
Star.

Only Six of tike UnfortunutOfl Believed 


To Bo Killed and Elpht YToundod— 
The Lively Lnbouclirre Slightly

Doiv 11 Upon—A Nihilistic Paper Stiff- 
Coats Gory Events. 


LONDON, Fob. J9. —An explosion occurred 


in tho Catch colliery at Rhonddft, "Wales, 
Friday. Fifty-two men wore 
entombed, 


most of whom aro bolievod to bo still alivo, 
as voices can bo distinctly hoard, by those 
outside who aro working hard to savo the 
imprisoned minors. 
The aceno about the 


mould of tho shaft is piteous in tho oxtroma 
Wives, children, and other relatives [of the 
unfortunate men aro there in largo number, 
ar.d their lamentations fill tbo air. 


LATER.—Twenly-nino of tho imprisoned 


minors havo ho eii roscued unhurt, and eight 
raoro who havo sustained injuries. Of the 
sixteen remaining in tho pit, it is reported 
that six arc dead. 


Britain and Bulgaria. 


LONDON', Feb. 19.—In tho houso of com- 


mons Friday night, Labouchere moved a 
vote of coiisuroupon tho government's policy 
concerning Bulgaria. 
In supporting his 


motion he accused tho government of on- 
doavoring to stir up ,a war against Husa 
aud asked whother^thero wero any dynastic 
roasons for trying to koep on obscure Gar- 
muu prince on tbo Bulgarian throne. Fergus- 
son, under foreign secretary, said the gov- 
ernment's policy in Bulgaria accorded with 
tho overwhelming weight oC feeling enter- 
tained by tbo Bulgarians, and did not mean 
•war or an anti-Russian alliance, England 
having no reason to doubt tho good faith of 
tho czar. Tho motion waa rejected without 
division. William Honry Smith, firat lord 
of tho treasury, said the government did not 
intend to reloasojlrish or other convicts on 
tho occasion of the queen's jubilee. Tho ro- 
leaso of prisoners in India was quite another 
matter, and was granted in observance of 
oriontal custom upon such occasions. 


Terrible Things on the Tapln, 


BERLIN, Fob. 10.—A circular issued In tho 


ntuno of tho editor of Tao Will of the People, 
a Nihilist journal published in Russia, but 
whoso oxact pluco of publication is unknown, 
has boon extensively distributed in Berlin. 
Tho circular, which is believed to havo b«m 
issued from Paris, appeals to "Our dear 
European brethren," and concludes as fol- 
lows: "Existing circumstances permit no do- 
lay. 
Upon tho next publication ot Tho Will 


of tho Pooplo may depend tho wholo course 
of tho revolution in Russia," 


Admitted TVrltlnif EOJ^UH Ropurt*. 


DUBLIN, Fob. 10.—Several newspaper re- 


porters testifisd at the conspiracy trial Fri- 
day and admitted that in porno instances 
tfcoy had amplified tho notos they had taken 
oC tho Nationalists' speeches, while in other 
cases thoy had mado thoir reports from mem- 
ory and witb tho aid of newspaper reports of 
previous spoochcs.

As to freight, each company can charge 


what it deems a just and Toasotiablo rate, 
and if differences oC opinion nriso tho mat- 
ter is to bo subjected to the board of railway 
commissioners. Thn mooting was harmoni- 
ous and thosa present seemed pleased witU 
thu prospect nf tho law going into operation. 
Tboy scorn to think that ruinous rates of 
competition v;iH now bo avoided and con- 
siderable rovenuo accrue from tha fares of 
former deadheads. Resolutions wcro adopted 
that freight and passenger rates bo revised 
,so that they conform witb the intor-statx) 
commerce law. Chairman Fink will appoint 
freight and passenger committees to conduct 
the revisions and formulate rules and regu- 
lations to secure the uniform application of 
tho law.

BRAVING THE BLOCKADE. 


I was a British subject when I arrived In 


%Vilraington in tbo winter of 386S. I hart 
fou^lit for tho south from tho first Bull Run 
to Ucuysburg and had lain in winter quar- 
ters at Petersburg, Va., for several months, 
but in nil that time I had nover been mus- 
tered into tho service anfl h;id never tnkon 
tbo oath of aUeppar.cc to tbo Southorn Co;i- 
I'oJcracy, 
I had procurod au official permit 


signed by Sccldon, tho Confederate secretary 
of v,-ar, to Icavo tho Confederacy by sea, 
"but not by land," nnd so the only safe (?) 
way o£ gatuii£ homo ivas by a bloclcado 11111- 
ncr. 


I strolled into tho ofHco of tho Boo com- 


pany of Charleston, since tho Cornier port 
was closed up, and there preferred my re- 
quest. After (L littlo conversation my request 
\vna cheerfully and kindly granted, as nbovo 
•.•olated, by Jlr. Mitchell, tho agent of tho 
line. 1 thanked him Rratcfully, and on tho 
appointed duy took my stand in tho upper 
deck of ti:o b'.ociiado steamer Fanny, for- 
merly tho Lord Clyde, an iron packet which 
onco plied between Glasgow and Dublin. 
Sho WHS lyins in tho stream and bound for 
Nassau. 


Around mo on cither shore of the deep 


but narrow river in front of tho city woro 
about twenty- lon^, low, irou jwuldlo wheel, 
Clyde built stoamere, each painted dead 
white—hull, cabin, wheel ho'jso ar.d smoke 
stack. 
Tho colored stevedores wcro filling 


tho holds of tho outgoing stCftTnors with 
tobacco and cotton, tho latter being worth 
in Europe at that time 40 to 50 cents per 
pound in gold. From the steamers which 
had arrived in tho mominK, after running 
tho blockade during tho darkness of tho 
night, they wero unloading cases of dress 
goods, caKcocs. gray cloth for army uni- 
forms, l;e;;s of baking soda, chests of ten, 
bags of coffee, packages o£ popper and other 
spices, boses ot boo** and shoos and cases of 
quinine, morphine and other drugs—all of 
which wcro very scarce in the south. 


A domu Confederate soldiers headed by a 


dandy littlo b'eutonar.t went through tho 
Fanny looking for Ptowaway deserters. 
After all tho known places of concealment 
wero explored the searchers proceodod to 
comploto thoir work by an operation known 
as "stinking 'om out." Tho "stinkers" 
were made of sheet iron, shaped liko warm- 
ing pans, and wero filled with live coals, 
over which wan sprinkled somo chemical sub- 
stance which on combustion emitted an odor 
at onco pungentandsickeiiingandaltogether 
diabolical.

Introduction,—Lot in Sodom—Wo loft Lot 


just outsidooC Sodom (Gen. xiii. 12). In due 
timo ho became a citizen of Sodom. Aa such 
his fortunes woro linked with tho.so of tlio 
city. Hence when the kings of Sodom and 
Goiuornib were overcome by Chedorhiomer 
and his allies, Lot was taken captive and all 
that ho l:atl. With rare generosity Abraham, 
who had heard of his nephew's misfortune, 
gathered together u small but traiiied force of 
313 men, and at much pei-sor.al risk rescued 
his nephew (v, l(Jj, who had been so nngrato- 
lul. Lot's choice had thus proved to bo a 
mistake from a worldly point of view. Ho 
returns to Sodom, and becomes still furtLcr 
involved in its destiny. Good men aro often 
instiir.nenLu! in transforming bad communi- 
ties; but they are- likely to have little power 


j over tho moral condition of a people if their 


ambition is 10 get rich. 


At tho time of tho events described in this 


chapter Abraham was over Dfl years of ugc 
(Gen. xvii, 1). God had appeared to him again, 
had promised him a numerous posterity, had 
given him a new name, Abraham, as a con- 
stant reminder of his promises, and the land 
of Canaan, and had suffered him to havo a 
son, Ishmuel, although ho was not to be l:is 
heir (Gen. xvi, 13; xvi, 13-21),and bad made a. 
now covenant with him (Gon. xvii, 10), 


Abraham's Guests,—In tiie chapter from 


which our lesson is taken, Abraham was 
favored with three heavenly visitors, ono of 
whom seems to have been the Angel of Je- 
hovah, who appeared as tbe Old Testament 
Redcomcr at different times in tho history of 
tho patriarchs and of their descendants. 
\Vbilo ho spread a meal lieforo them, they 
told him that tlio long promised son was to bo 
born at tbo appointed time. After theso joy- 
ful tidings his angelic guests looked toward 
Sodom. It was then that tho Angel of Je- 
hovah announced his purpose to Abraham to 
visit Sodom, and speaking after tlio manner 
of .'lien, ho proposed to see whether tho char- 
acter ot tho people corresponded to tho report 
that had come to him, Tho two companions 
of Jehovah now turn to go toward Sodom, 
'and Abraham is left alone with Jehovah, as 
his grandson, Jacob, was wish the samo per- 
son many years later (Gen. ixxii, 'M, 30, re- 
vised version, margin; Hos. xii, 4). 


No threat has yet been uttered against 


Sodom, but Abraham knows that tho wicked 
city cannot endure, au investigation. Ho 
makes no plea for Gomorrah, but his heart 
yearns for his ncpbovr, who is living ill 
Sodom.

Vs. S3-l-!il With theso versos begins a plea 


which is without a parallel in the entire 
Scriptures. 
To appreciate it wo must ro- 


mcniber the truly Oriental character of tlio 
transaction. 
Abraham, with all his rever- 


ence, is here shown to bo a genuine child of 
the east in asking for moro favorablo terms 
in connection with each petition. Hu begins 
by supposing that thore-aro fifty righteous in 
tho place, and begs that Sodom may bo 
spared for their sakes. In this petition and 
thoso that follow ho probably has in mind 
Lot and bis household as righteous, for not 
only Abraham, but also bis servants, wcro 
included in tho covenant. It was not un- 
reasonable for him to suppose that Lot, who 
must havo been tho possessor of a goodly 
number of servants, liko himself, hail a truly 
religious household of at least fifty persons. 


Tho First Ibcodicy.—Theso vei-ses may bo 


considered as containing what tho theologians 
might call tho first thoodic}-, or the first 
attempt to justify the ways of God with men. 
It Joes not seem to occur to Abraham, how- 
over, to make any plea for tho wicked that 
they should havo another opportunity to re- 
pent. His sole petition is that the righteous 
shall not bo as the wicked. That bo fnr from 
the Lord. And then bo raises the question, 
shall not the Judge of all the earth do right? 


V, 20. Jebovah readily accedes to bis 


prayer, and tolls him that if ho finds fifty 
righteous within tho city ho wiU fparc all the 
place for their sakes. 
Nobody knows how 


much cities aro indebted to Christianity for 
their peace and prosperity and how many 
judgments are averted from wicked plnces for 
ihe sake of God's people. 


Va. -27-R2. Abraham becomes bold in his 


plea. Liko an Oriental making a bargain, as 
n-e havo remarked, bo drops from point to 
point in bis intercession until ho reaches ten. 
Ko is all humility. Ho speala of himself as 
dust and ashes in God's sight. In this ho has 
tho spirit of t:*uo prayer, for while at tlie 
beginning of bis petitions bo makes the grand 
argument that tha Judge of all the earth 
should do right, yet he manifests submission 
to His will and is ready evidently to accept a 
denial of his request. 
God meets him gra- 


ciously at each point and promises to grant 
each petition, even to tho saving of Sodom if 
not moro than ten righteous persons should 
L>o found in it. 


Tho nuestion may bo raised, if God would 


liavo promised to save tho city for'tbo sake of 
five righteous persona. Tbo sequel, however, 
shows that there were not oven five (Gen. 
sir, 101. 


Tliisiesson is most instructive in tho ligbtit 


sheds on the presumption of our cxpressiugan 
opinion as to tho righteousness of God's' gov- 
ernment. Thoro nro many unbelievers who 
ire ready to call God. as ho is represented in 
tho OU and New Testaments, a harsh, uufecl- 
ng tyrant. There is a great disposition in 
some quarters to try to justify tho ways ot 
God with men, by affirming that men who 
havo bad no opportunity to hear of Christ ill 
this world may bavo such an opportunity in 
tho next. Tbey say, shall not tho judge of 
all tho earth do right? Therefore they say, 
wo bavo reason to eipeet that thoso who have 
;0t heard of Christ before death will havo tbo 
opportunity to bear of him between death 
ami tho final judgment. 


Folly of justifying God's ways with men. 


The story of Abraham's intercession 
for 


Sodom shows how foolish It is for finite man 
to sit in judgment on tho infinite God. It is 
clear that Abraham utterly misapprehended 
;hc case abou: Sodom. It was destroyed. 
Every right minded reader of its history 
would say that it deserved to bo. But Abra- 
-.am's prayer was answered, and not ono 
-•ifchteous person was destroyed with tho 
wicked. 
Nothing, therefore, is gained by 


rying to justify tho ways of God with mou, 
>y trying to read into Scripture that which 
Ls not iii it. When we havo made God liko 
ono of ourselves tho unbelieving do not caro 
:or him. Tho world has not much respect 
'or a religion which does not treat every man 
ike a poor lost sinner, who is only saved 
through God's inflnito grace. 


1C wo take tbo plain and obvious teaching 


of tho Bible as to tho future condition of thcso 
who dio in their sins we need not doubt that 
ivhcn wo pass from this world, whero wo 
mow only in part, wo stall say with all tho 
redeemed: 
"True nnd righteous are thy 


judgments, 0 God."
